Brethren, even if a man be over- 
taken in a fault, ye which are spir- 
itual, restore such a one in a spirit 
of meekness; 

Considering thyself, lest thou 
also be tempted. 



Bear ye one another's burdens, 

and so fulfil the law of Christ. 
For if a man thinketh himself to 
be something, when he is noth- 
ing, he deceiveth himself. 

But let each man prove his ovm 

work. 

And then shall he have rejoicing 
in himself alone, and not in an- 
other. 

For each man shall bear his own 

burden. 

But let him that is taught in the 
word communicate unto him 
that teacheth in all good things. 

Be not deceived; God is not 
mocked : 

For whatsoever a man soweth, 

that shall he also reap. 
For he that soweth unto his own 
flesh shall of the flesh reap cor- 
ruption ; 

But he that soweth unto the 

Spirit shall of the Spirit reap 

eternal life. 

And let us not be weary in well- 
doing: for in due season we shall 
reap, if we faint not. 

So thcni as we have opportunity, 
let us work that which is good 
toward all men, 

And especially toward them that 
are of the household of the faith. 
And as many as shall walk by 
this rule, peace be upon them, 
and mercy, and upon the Israel 
of God.
